2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-53 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art (after further consideration) does not teach or 
fairly suggest automatically determining whether at least one of a payment media is in a condition unsuitable by the payment media 
handling apparatus, and processing the at least one of the payment media determined to be unsuitable based on at least one of a group 
of rules stored in a lookup table, instructions provided by a user initiating the payment media acceptance operation, instructions 
provided by a supervisor in a retail store and instructions provided by an entity other than a retail store, wherein a retail store 
includes one or more of at least a single store, multiple stores, one or more third party concession stands located within a single store 
and two or more stores located within a mall.
